WE  ARE  quite  pleased  with  our  1939  crop  of 
Roses,  for  we  have  never  seen  finer  plants 
anywhere — healthy,  heavy  plants  with  well-ripened 
canes  and  root  systems  that  will  please  the  most 
experienced  rosarian — the  kind  of  plants  we  like  to 
sell  because  we  know  that  they  will  give  satisfaction, 
and  satisfied  customers  come  back  to  us  year  after 
year. 

The  Vestal  family  have  been  growing  plants  for 


American  gardens  for  a  long,  long  time,  having  been 
at  the  same  location  here  in  Little  Rock  for  79  years. 

We  grow  close  to  100,000  Rose  plants  in  our  fields 
on  the  edge  of  Little  Rock,  and  at  bloom-time  those 
fields  are  a  beautiful  picture.  In  addition  there  are 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  own-root  Roses  in  the 
greenhouses.  If  you  live  near  or  are  passing  through 
Little  Rock,  stop  and  see  us;  we  shall  be  happy  to 
show  you  around. 


Here  are  some  instructions  which  may  help  you  to  grow  extra-fine  Roses:  Any  good  garden  soil 
will  grow  good  Roses.  In  planting  a  dormant  Rose,  dig  a  hole  wide  enough  so  that  the  roots  can  be  spread  out 
without  bending  and  deep  enough  so  the  crown  will  be  just  barely  covered  when  the  bed  is  finally  leveled  off. 

Set  the  plant  and  pack  clean  earth  tightly  around  the  roots,  tamping  solidly;  when  the  hole  is  nearly 
full  of  earth,  pour  in  a  bucket  of  water.  As  soon  as  this  drains  away,  finish  filling  up  the  hole  and  hill  up 
to  the  top  of  the  canes  with  clean  earth,  peat  moss,  or  sand — anything  to  protect  the  canes  from  sun  and 
wind  until  the  plant  can  form  new  roots,  which  will  not  be  for  two  to  three  weeks.  If  you  five  where  the 
ground  freezes  and  are  planting  in  the  fall,  leave  the  hills  for  winter  protection,  removing  as  soon  as  frosts 
are  over  in  the  spring.  Keep  Roses  well  watered,  especially  the  first  few  weeks;  and  keep  them  well  fed — 
they  will  repay  you  generously.  Where  winter  protection  is  necessary,  the  most  satisfactory  method  is  a 
simple  hilling  up  with  clean  earth.

HINTS  ON  CHRYSANTHEMUM -GROWING 

Young  plants  may  be  set  out  any  time  the  ground  can  be  worked,  from  early  spring  until  the  first  of 
July.  Chrysanthemums  prefer  sandy  clay  soil  with  a  mixture  of  well-rotted  cow-manure.  They  are  hungry 
plants  and  will  use  great  quantities  of  liquid  manure  at  the  time  the  buds  are  developing.  For  largest 
flowers,  strong  outdoor  plants  can  support  four  stiff  stems,  one  flower  to  each.  Do  not  allow  more  than  four 
shoots  to  grow,  and  examine  the  plants  carefully  to  remove  all  lateral  buds,  leaving  the  main  terminal  bud 
untouched.  If  the  flower-buds  form  in  early  summer  or  spring,  remove  them.  They  will  not  interfere  with 
autumn  bloom. 

The  finest  garden  display  is  obtained  from  growing  the  Pompon  or  Button  varieties  in  the  garden  without 
disbudding,  allowing  them  to  bloom  naturally  in  clusters. 

Plant-lice  or  aphis  are  about  the  only  insect  pests.  A  spray  of  Nicotine  Sulphate  or  Pyrethrum  extract 
will  kill  them.
